Before entering upon the details of our work in behalf of 
the town during the past year we wish to submit for your con- 
sideration a few facts garnered from the Town Records and 
some of our conclusions drawn from them. 

March ist, 1857, the total interest bearing debt of the town 
was $12,439.00. , Phere was at that time $4,518.75 in cash in 
the treasury and among the assets of the town were 21 shares , 
of R. R. stock then reckoned at $210, which were afterwards 
sold by the selectmen for $3,439.50 in cash. — Incident to the 
lease of the R. R. to the Boston and Maine those 21 shares of 
stock acquired certain ‘‘rights’’ which were sold for $147.00, 
making the total realized by the town on these 21 shares of 
stock $3,686.50. 3 

The gross expenditures of the town during the last ten years 
ending Feb. 15th, 1897, as shown by the Town Records were 
$255,325.26. Add to this the outstanding bills not reported 
last year, amounting to $1842.15, which we have adjusted and 
paid during the year just closed, and you have the enormous 
sum of $257,167.41, which was actually expended during 
that time by this little town. An amount equal to considera- 
bly more than one-third the assessed valuation of the whole 
town. 

Again, during the ten years of which we are speaking there 
has been expended on the highways as shown by the Records 
$27,667.65. This does not include the amount paid for the 
concrete on Main St., the sidewalks, river walls or sewers. 
What those cost we don’t know. When the concrete on Main 
St. was laid down we all congratulated ourselves that, al- 
though it might be expensive at the start, there would have to 
be nothing more laid out on it for a long term of years. But 
what has the year past disclosed? Now we do not for a mo- 
ment suppose any one will accuse the highway agent of keep- 


ing the concrete on Main street any cleaner than he ought; 
and yet to do what he has done has cost the town more money 
than any other 1 mile of street or highway within our borders, 
and the end is not yet. It seems to us that right here is food 


for reflection. 


As we said before we have spent $27,667.65 on our high- 
ways during the past ten years. A sum equal to over $1000 
per mile for every mile of street and road in town, and our 
streets and roads are, practically, very little:if any better than 
they were ten years ago. We are not saying this in any cen- 
sorious spirit. We do not wish to imply in these remarks 
that our highway agents have not been faithful and conscien- 
tious in the discharge of their duties. What we desire is to call 
your attention to the facts as they exist, and see if some plan 
cannot be devised to stop this constantly increasing waste of 
money. When the bill making the whole town one highway 
district was framed there was a clause inserted that no town 
should be compelled to expend more than $50 per mile for each 
mile of road in the town in any one year, but we have spent 
more than $100 per mile for every mile of road in town for 
these many years, and unless some new policy is inaugurated 
shall go on doing so to the end of time with no more satisfac- 
tory results than we see today. 


The present board of selectmen have been censured for not 
permanently improving Main St. from the R. R. to the resi- 
dence of Wm. T. Cass. 


Now we recognize the fact that it is a part of the birth right 
of every American citizen to find fault with those whom he 
elects to preside over public affairs, from the least to the great- 
est, and consequently instead of cherishing resentment towards 
any one we should have felt slighted if it had not been freely and 
fully exercised. But we submit: What would you have done 
jn our place? We had not been in office a month before we 
discovered that nearly all of the appropriation for highways for 


the fiscal year ending Feb. 15, 1898 had already been expend- 
ed by our predecessors. Before the first of April the treasury 
was bankrupt and we had to borrow money to pay outstand- 
ing bills and to meet current expenses. Again while our town 
escaped any big washouts in the floods of April and June last 
year yet the aggregate of little repairs to the roads incident to 
those two storms was something over $500. We think we 
speak advisedly when we characterize our whole system of 
road building as a waste, the roads like the poor ‘‘are always 
with us” and_yet one aim has been simply to make them pass- 
able for the time being without regard to the fact that the next 
year the whole thing would have to be done over again. We 
are confident we hazard nothing in saying, enough money has 
been spent for highway purposes in the town of Tilton since 
its foundation in 1869, if it had been judiciously expended, to 
have laid an iron bridge across every stream, and macadamized 
every rod of highway in the town. In view of these facts we 
think the town ought to change its whole policy of road build- 
ing and institute a better one. One that at the end of 15 or 20 
years shall give us a permanent road bed on every mile of 
highway in town. We firmly believe this can be done with- 
out running the town in debt a dollar and without any increase 
in the appropriation for our highways. 

Our regular appropriation for highways is in round numbers 
$2100.00. Our average expenditure has been over $2700.00 
for ten years, and for the last 5 years has averaged above $3000 
per year. 

Of highways and streets we have a small fraction over 27 
miles in town by actual measurement. 

Now no sane man will for a moment entertain the idea that 
a continuous expenditure of $100 per mile is necessary to keep 
our roads and bridges inrepair. Our ideas may be ‘‘old fash- 
ioned” and not *‘up to date” but we have tried to impress up- 
on our highway agents this fact, in considering the advisa- 
bility of any piece of work. In the first place would you en- 


ter upon it if you had to pay the bill yourself and secondly 
would you do it in the way you suggest? 


Pardon us for the expression but our experience the past year 
has forced us to conclude that the idea is all too prevalent that 
the town treasury is something to be looted rather then used as 
a sacred trust for specific and necessary purposes.—But to re- 
turn. We would suggest that one thousand dollars of the an- 
nual appropriation be set apart and religiously used for per- 
manent road building, and the balance be used as the exigen- 
cies demanded in temporary repairs. A permanent committee 
of seven of the best business men in town, men who have the 
welfare of the town at heart, and are willing to give their time 
and attention to it, should be selected by the town-and given , 
full power over this permanent appropriation for permanent 
road building. Let them decidé what is the best material, 
the place where and the manner in which it shall be laid and 
then contract with whom they see fit to do the work. Their 
report should be submitted to the auditors of the town with 
the reports of the other town officers and published annually 
in the town report. 


At the first glance this whole matter may look ‘*Utopian.” 
If you will give it a little thought, we are confident it will not 
only seem possible but practical. 


There is another matter to which we wish to call your atten- 
tion. The school and parsonage fund note of $3,166.35 which 
has descended to us from colonial times as a constant remind- 
er that our fathers believed the union of church and state was 
essential to the well being of society. As we understand it 
the fund or money realized from the sale of the school and 
parsonage lots was lost through some mismanagement back 
in the times of which few, if any now living, have any recol- 
lection ot. But, be that as it may, when the town of Tilton 
was set off from the town of Sanbornton, we entered into a 
solemn obligation to pay the interest on that sum annually 1-2 


to the various religious societies in town and the other 1-2 to 
the public schools. There was nothing to represent this ob- 
ligation, and Eleazor Davis, chairman of the board of select- 
men at that time put it into the form of a note, which is lodged 
with the town and on the back of which the interest is indors- 
ed each year, at 6 per cent. During the 29 years this town 
has been in existence we have paid more than $5,500 interest 
on this note, and yet it never has been reckoned as part of the 
interest bearing debt of the town. Can anyone tell us why?

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


TOWN SCHOOL BOARD. 





There have been but four schools maintained in town, since 
the commencement of the present school year. ‘The two schools 
at East Tilton, have been united under one teacher, thereby say- 
ing the cost of one teacher’s salary. The number of scholars 
thus brought together, has not been so large as to make the 
school unmanageable by one teacher. ‘Twenty-seven is the 
largest number registered in’either of the two terms. All schools 
in town have made commendable progress in their studies, but 
there are some scholars that fail to receive the full benefit of 
their school] by reason of irregular attendance. Frequent ab- 
sence and tardiness is bad for the scholar, and unpleasant for 
the teacher. Parents would do well, to see that their children 
were neither absent or tardy at school, unless absolutely. neces- 
sary. | 

The saving made by reducing the number of schools, has en- 
abled us to make some much needed improvements in- some of 
the rooms. 

In the Rollins and Sanborn road school houses the old fash- 
ioned seats, which were hard aud uncomfortable, have been re- — 
placed by modern adjustable seats and desks, such as can be 
regulated to Suit scholars of any age from five to fifteen. These 
seats are much more comfortable than the old ones, and tend to 
do away with that restlessness caused by ill fitting, and uncom- 
fortable seats. 


=> 

The list of text books is the same as reported heretofore in 
Arithmetic, Grammar, Geography, History, Physiology, Book- 
keeping and Spelling. Copy Books in Vertical Penmanship 
have been introduced in two of the schools. For reading, var- 
ious books have been introduced. In selecting for this purpose 
the object has been to choose such as are pleasing and instruc- 
tive.

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


BOARD OF EDUCATION, 


UNION DISTRICT. 


The Board of Education are again called upon to make the 
annual report. 

The same teachers have been in school this year, as last. 
Some of our teachers have seen fit to attend the summer school 
at Durham, with both pleasure and profit to themselves. and 
indirectly with benefits shown in our schools. The Board have, 
also, very urgently recommended their attendance at the 
Teachers’ Institutes, heldfrom time to time. The law gives 
five days of every school year to each teacher, for the purpose 
of visitation, in this manner, and the time thus spent has been 
well spent. 

Our schools are improving, both in scholarship and interest. 
We consider the Seminary Course to ep an incentive to good 
work in the graded schools. 

During the year the course of study has been revised, and 
we hope to have a copy in every family where children attend 
school, as soon as the pamphlet is received from the printer. 

We are endeavoring to correct some of the evils incident to 
our schools, for we are sorry to say that all of our scholars have 
not appreciated their opportunities, and we have been obliged 
to compel attendance at school in some instances. 

The law makes school attendance obligatory, and it has been 


a 


the aim of the Board to see that this law is obeyed. 

Parents should remember that they have a duty in this re- 
gard, as the Jaw requires them to cause their children to attend 
school. 

According to instructions given at the last annual meeting, 
the school house has been newly shingled. It was also found 
necessary to replace the old gutters with new in the valleys of 
the roof. 

The outside steps were in an unsafe condition, consequently 
in the summer vacation, new steps were built. 

The recommendations of last year were adopted at the an- 
nual meeting, as regards outside scholars, and in substance, it 
is: that pupils will be admitted, provided they may be accom- 
modated without interfering with our own interest, by paying 
a tuition of thirty-five cents per week in the four lower rooms, 
or forty cents per week in the first grammar grade, and fifty 
cents per week in the second grammar grade. Fractions of a 
term tobe reckoned as whole terms except in case of sickness. 

The annual meeting will be called for March 18, at 7.30 p. 
m. At that time it will be in order to hear the report of the 
special committee, appointed at the last meeting, for the pur- 
pose of investigation with reference to a new building. 

It may be well to call attention of the District to the fact 
that when our present building was erected some 25 years ago 
it was not intended to have more than four rooms in the build- 
ing, and at that time only two were finished. 

We now have six rooms, and of these, two were obtained 
by putting a partition in the middle of a room which was none 
too large before. The sixth room was obtained in a manner 
familiar to all: Some of the primary requisites of school 
rooms, are plenty of air, good light, and ventilation. At the 
present time we have 83 scholars in a space originally intend- 
ed for about 4o scholars. Attention is called to these facts 
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that the district may more intelligently grasp the situation. 
A new building seems to be an imperative necessity in the 
very immediate future, both on account of the physical neces- 
sities of the case, and on account of the prospective health and 
well being of the pupils. 
During the year there have been registered different pupils 
as follows:

It has been thought by some that perhaps one failure ought 
not to entirely disqualify the students in our Seminary course ; 
hence it has recently been determined that where a_ scholar 
fails to pass in the term’s work at the Seminary, to allow the 
scholar another opportunity, and when he either passes a spe- 
cial examination, or makes up the work, at his expense, the 
pupil may ve reinstated for the balance of the two year’s course. 
We hope this will meet with the approval of the entire district. 

In times past much has been said about parents visiting the 
schools more; and at this time it does not seem expedient to 
allow the subject to go unnoticed. It is, of course, not possi- 
ble to obtain an entirely correct view of the schools simply 
with one visit, but may we not urge upon the parents of our 
school children the need, as well as the benefit, derived from 
frequent visits in all the school rooms. 

Teachers always appreciate any interest shown in their work, 
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and an earnest and faithful teacher will be more faithful if par- 
ents appear to be interested. Then, too, the children are al- 
ways glad to see father or mother in the school room, and 
we feel sure will prove more studious and attentive if such in- 
terest is shown.
